Report of Board of Education. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE TOWN OF DANVILLE: 

At the last session of the General Court the school law was 
so amended as to require th: Board of Education to file with 
the Selectmen their report of school on or before the first day 
of August. In accordan:e with this law, we render our annual 
report for the Summer t:rm of schools. 

NORTH SCHOOL. 

This school was taught by Miss Florice A. Merrill, of Kings- 
ton, N. H. Miss Merrill is well qualified for the work of the 
school room, possessing a good education procured at the well- 
known institution of learning located at Kingston,.N. H., and 
her teachers speak highly of her asascholar. Possessing a 
genial disposition she immediately became a favorite with her 
pupils.. She maintained good order, and held-the interest and 
attention of her scholars from the opening until the close of 
the school. We are sorry to report that on account of sickness

the regular attendance of the school was broken up. \ 


CENTRE SCHOOL. \ 

For many years Miss Henrietta M. Peaslee, of Danville, N. 
H., has taught this school, always giving the District a most 
excellent school. As a disciplinarian she ranks among the first, 
and her work is done in a most thorough manner. Her one

aim is to impart useful information unto her pupils. Your com- 
mittee consider that they have been fortunate in securing such 
an able, faithful and experienced teacher for so small a school. A 
We are pleased to report that the school has increased in num- 
bers, having at the present time the largest number for years. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


This school, which is the largest and in some respects the 
most difficult to govern, was taught by Miss Debbie M. Mc- 
Kellar, of Malden, Mass. She camé to us an entire stranger 
‘but with the best of recommendations and with an experience of 
years as a teacher. She was a lady of good moral character, 
-and as far as book knowledge extended well qualified for her 
work, but as a disciplinarian and instructor her methods were 
not adapted to the welfare and success of the school. On 
account of impaired health she was unable to perform all of the 
~work of the school, consequently the progress of the school was 
not so marked as in former years. 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 


‘This school, which is the most advanced in town, was taught 
by Miss M. Mildred Patten, of Greene, Me. She came to her 
work well qualified to make it a success, having graduated with 
honors from one of the best institutions of learning in the State 
of Maine, and also highly recommended by the Board of Educa- 
tion where she had previously taught. She was a faithful and 
conscientious instructor, intensely interested in her work, and 
endeavored to make it clear and comprehensive. Her school 
was a most orderly one and the interest and attention of her 
pupils were apparent to all visitors. Your committee are well 
satisfied with the progress of this school.

REMARKS. 


At the present time we labor under the disadvantage of be- 
ing obliged to secure nearly all of our teachers from out of 
town, were they known personally to us we could hire intelli- 
gently, but when we are obliged to depend wholly upon recom- 
mendations, we frequently secure the services of those whose 
knowledge of text books is sufficient, but who lack in a marked 
degree, the ability to manage or govern a school. In endeav- 
oring to retain teachers of long experience and established re- 
putation, we come in competition with towns whose school 
funds exceed our own, and as might be expected, we rarely 
succeed in such an attempt. It is recommended that the town 
increase its appropziation to such an amount as will enable the 
board to offer better inducement in the way of higher salaries 
and longer terms of school. Should the town consider this 
matter favorably it would serve to place us ina position where 
we could command the services of skilled instructors, and re- 
sult in bringing our schools up to a standard of excellence very 
much to be desired. Parents and citizens, you can do much to. 
improve our schools by becoming more interested in them. 
An influence over your children in favor of their doing well at 
school, and being constant and regular in attendance, will have 
a most favorable effect, while the reverse would have a bad 
effect and tend to the discouragement of the teacher and dis- 
credit to the scholars and school. 

We would recommend that the parents visit our. schoo's 
more frequently and encourage the teachers and pupils by their 
presence and any suggestion made by them for the advantage 
‘of the school would be gratefully received. For the first time 
in the history of our school management a truant officer was 
appointed by the Board of Education near the beginning of the 
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school year, and his efficient discharge of all of his duties will 
be followed by satisfactory results. ‘Truancy, especially in the 
Primary and Intermediate schools, was a growing evil, and it 
must be checked and suppressed. Sickness is the only valid 
excuse for non-attendance and frivolous excuses on the part 
of the parents for keeping their children from school hinder the 
children from doing the work required ‘of them, and increase 
the teacher’s labor. The truant officer cannot reach cases 
where children are shielded by excuses of parents. We have 
performed the work intrusted to our hawds conscious of its 
importance and desirous of doing it ‘aithfully. We feel that 
while the schools have not attained their highest degree of 
excellence. they have made some advancement and improve- 
ment and will compare favorably with schools in other towns.
